MORRIS & CO. ASK REDUCTION 
IN ICE SWITCHING CHARGES. 
Packing Concern Appeals to Inter- 


state Commerce Commission to Pre- 
vent Increase of $4 Rate. 


‘A reduction from $6 to $4 per car in the 
charge of therailroads for switching carioads 
of ice in Chicago and vicinity is sought in a 
hearing begun yesterday before Commission- 
er KE. E. Clark of the interestate commerce 
commission at the federal building. The 
inquiry is the result of a complaint made to 
the commission by Morris & Co., packers. 

The complaifiant seeks a restoration of the 
original rate, $4 per carload. Under a new 
schedule which became effective April 12, 
1912, this rate was increased to $6. The 
complaint involves the railroads operating 
from the east into Chicago. 

On Wednesday Special Examiner Frank 
Lyon will commence a fina! hearing on west- 
ern classification No. 51, to last two or three 
days. Suspension of the classification was 
recently extended from June 14 to Dec/14 
in order to give the commission more time 
for consideration. 

Freight traffic officials of western rail- 
roads, ‘it was announced yesterday, have 
been preparing new tariffs, which will be 
filed with the interestate commerce commis- 
sion this week. They are said to be the most 
far reaching readjustment to the west ever 
made. The rates are said to be lower in 
most Instances than those now in effeot, al- 
though higher than those outlined by the 
commission in the famous Spokane case. It 
is proposed to make them effective July 1.

BRIDAL SHIP REACHES PORT. 


Thirty Prospective Husbands Greet 
Their Fiancees on Arrival of the 
Liner Caledonia, 


New York, May 27.—{Special.J—Although 
the Anchor liner Caledonia, in this morning 
from Glasgow, passed two big icebergs last 
Friday, its reception at tha pier this morn- 
ing was a warm one. The secret of “the 
demonstration was this: There were thirty 
brides-to-be aboard the vessel and their pros- 
pective husbands were on hand early at the 
Pier awaiting the first giance at the ship as 
it steamed up the Hudson river.

U. 8. Holds Bvidence Sufficient. 

Marshall E. Gallion, counsel for Macaluso, 
fought extradition on the ground that al- 
though the prisoner had left Italy the day 
after the murder, application had been filed 
several days before. He also showed that 
there are five men in the town of Prizal, near 
Palermo, known as Peppe Merlo, the alias 
charged against Macaluso, which he says he 
never assumed. Mr. Gallion followed the 
hearing before Commisrioner Foote with an 
appeal to the secretary of state, which was 
unsuccessful. Proef that a crime had been 
committed, indication that the accused man 
might have been, implicated, and assurance 
of a fair trial only are necessary to secure 
extradition. 

The issuance of the warrant takes the cage 
from the American government and the 
only agency which can open the case ie the 
Italian consulate. Count Luigi Provona del 
Sabbione, acting consul in Chicago, declinee 
to interfere, saying the evidence is suffi- 
ciently strong to meke a trial! advisable. 


Retracts Charges Against See. 

See’s chief complaint tis that the Italian 
trial may be prejudiced. If fairnees Is as- 
suned his protest against extradition is not 
so strong. 

So far as his own case is concerned he 
has just had a pleasant surprise in the tn- 
formation that Stephen Bridges, father of 
Mildred Bridges, and one of the principal 
witnesses against him in the abduction 
charge, has made an affidavit retracting part 
of his testimony. The most, important 
features of the affidavit are the admission 
that Mildreds entrance into See’s house was 
not accompanied by his protest, as stated 
in the trial, and thet Mibdred’s testimony 
relative to reasons for her continuing there 
was true. 

Bridges returned to Chicago an@ found his 
daughter living at the See apartment. She 
told him she would not return to her own 
home until be changed his manner of living, 
that isa, re&mbraced the Absolute Life 
Goctrines. Bridiges now admits that. 


Bridges Thinks Himself Deceived. 

The change of heart ofthe state's principal 
witness is attributed to a belief that he was 
imposed upon and credited statements said 
to have been made by See which he now be- 
lieves never were made. Thus his hostility 
has vanished. He, his wife, Mildred, and 
Mona’ Rees are now living together in the 
See apartment, according to Wallace Street- 
er, See's counsel. 

The affidevit is to be presented before the 
Supreme court in the attempt to obtain a 
new trial.
